TOWN WARRANT 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Moultonboro, in the 
County of Carroll, in said State, qualified to vote in 
town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House 
in said town on Tuesday, the 12th day of March, 1935, 
at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose by ballot and major vote, a Treasurer, 
Tax Collector, Clerk, one or more not exceeding three 
Highway Agents, two Auditors, one Selectman for 
three years, two Library Trustees for three years, one 
Trustee of Trust Funds for three years, and such other 
Officers and Agents as the voters may deem necessary. 


2. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary to repair Highways and Bridges in 
said Town, for the support of Poor in said Town, and 
for the Public Library in said town, and for street 
lights in said town. 


3. To see if the Town will accept State Aid for 
construction of the road known as Moultonboro Neck 
Road and raise and appropriate or set aside for said 
purpose the sum of $2,297.00 or will accept State Aid 
for construction of class 5 roads and raise and appro- 
priate or set aside for said purpose the sum of $455.77. 


4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the use of the General High- 
way Expense.

5. To see what sum or sums of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the maintenance 
of the Fire Department. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $5,000.00 for snow removal. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to appoint a Town 
Planning Board of five or seven members, if the 
General Court has enacted enabling legislation. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to install two steel 
cells in the basement of the Town Library or other- 
wise make suitable provision for the care of transients 
and detention of prisoners. 


9. Tosee if the Town will vote for the Tax Collector 
and Town Clerk to have an office and transact business 
in the Library Building. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to allow a discount on taxes paid before 
July. lst. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $100.00 for the Laconia Hospital and 
the sum of $100.00 for the benefit of the Huggins 
Hospital in Wolfeboro. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $5,000.00 for payment on long term 
notes. . 


13. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to Memorial Day and to raise and appropriate money 
therefore. 


14. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for a new Fire Apparatus. 
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15. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to P. W. A. To build Moultonboro Neck and Beane 
Road. 


16. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise to take down the Church sheds and erect a 
tool shed on Town land. 


17. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to administer or dispose of any real estate acquired by 
the Town through Tax Collector’s deeds. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the pro- 
visions of the municipal budget act. 


19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $200.00 for Blister Rust control, to 
be expended in under the supervision of the State 
Forestry Department. 


20. To see if the Town will instruct the Selectmen 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


21. To hear the report of officers and agents and to 
transact any other business that may legally come 
before the voters.

During the past five years, little has been done on the 
books in the library to keep them up in good condition. 

Since the first of October, all the books have been ar- 
ranged in their proper order on the shelves. Among the 
non-fiction books, 130 unclassified books were classified 
according to the standard system already in use here. 

Book lacquer has been put on the covers of over 100 
books. This makes the covers waterproof, and adds to 
the life of the books. 

Fully 150 books have had to be laid aside for repairs. 
About half of these are so badly worn that they must 
be rebound or replaced; of the others, many have re- 
ceived minor repairs, and 35 of them have been re- 
backed. 

Nearly 200 volumes—a 130 V. history of the War of 
the Rebellion, and many N. H. records—which came 
into the library this year as a gift, have been stored on 
shelves built in the basement. These may be used for 
reference whenever the library is open. 

The card catalog will soon be put in order. 

The expense this year has been greater because this 


work has been accummulating over a period of years. 
With attention’ given to the repair and care of the 
books year by year in the future, the work done this 
year will remain permanently. 

The Trustees decided to have the library open dur- 
ing the whole year on Wednesdays as well as on Sat- 
urdays. The Wednesday afternoon hours are 3-5 so as 
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to accommodate the school children. The evening hours 
are 7-8, and the Saturday afternoon hours are 2-4 as 
usual. 

With these new library hours, the circulation of 
books has noticeably increased. In Dec. 1933, it was 
191 books, and in Jan. 1934, it was 130 books; while in 


Dec. 1934, it was 350 books, and in Jan. 1935, it was 
408 books The circulation during these two winter 
months has more than doubled that of a year ago. 

The library has subscribed this year to several new 
magazines. These magazines, except the current is- 
sues, may be taken from the library under the same 
rules and regulations as the books.

Owing to a reduction of the number of supervisory 
unions in the state, many changes have been made in 
the former unions.
